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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendments to the claims along with arguments have been entered on 
5/12/2006. Claims 1-5 have been canceled and claims 6-19 are pending in the present 
application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 8 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The claims state that the event zones are separated by an execution of reset 
event, however it does not explain exactly how it is accomplished. The claim will be 
interpreted as best understood by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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5. Claims 6-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Naples et 
al.(US 2002/0162445 Al). 

Re claim 6: Naples teaches a karaoke device flj 56-57) comprising: a memory that stores 
karaoke contents including karaoke event data in time order and song data fll 1 1, 78, 91, 
93, 197-198, and 206-21 1), the song data having synchronization data embedded therein; 
a sound generator that plays sound responsive to the song data flf 7, 1 1, 48-50, 107 and 
195-199); and a multimedia processor that provides the song data to said sound generator, 
and that executes karaoke events according to the karaoke event data, said sound 
generator responding to receipt of the synchronization data embedded within the song 
data by sending an interrupt signal to said multimedia processor, said multimedia 
processor executing the karaoke events in time order in synchronization responsive to 
receipt of the interrupt signal flf 58-62, 97-91, 112-118 and 214). 

Naples further teach: 

Re claim 7: The karaoke device of claim 6, wherein said memory stores the karaoke

event data into groups which are each time ordered fl[ 48-50, 100 and 107). 

Re claim 8: As best understood by the examiner, Naples does not explicitly state in the 
invention that the karaoke device of claim 6, wherein said multimedia processor divides 
the karaoke event data into a number of event zones by executing a reset event. However 
it is an inherent feature of karaoke that the historical karaoke machines would dump the 
previous song and load the new song just as the karaoke event data are separated into 
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number of event zones and would require a reset before the new song is loaded. It would 
be an inherent feature of karaoke fl[ 87-9 1, and 194-21 1). 

Re claim 9-12: The karaoke device of claim 6, wherein said memory stores text data, 
picture data, video data and audio data as the karaoke event data, the following data 
representative of text to be displayed by the mobile karaoke device (*| 4, 83, 99-100, 106- 
110, 127 and 180-187). 

Re claims 13-19: Naples further teaches of a method for using the system claimed above. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's argument, filled 5/12/2006 has been fully considered. The examiner 
acknowledge receipt of the English translation of Japanese patent publication no. 2002- 
244676 has been considered and will be cited of record in the present application. 

The examiner withdraws the claim objections as newly presented claims 6-19 herewith 
conform to current U.S. practice. 

In regards to the applicant's argument to claims 6-19, the applicant cannot make 
argument to subject matters not claimed. Applicant's amended claims and arguments 
have been considered but are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. 
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In regards to the applicant's argument to claim 5 where the examiner failed to disclose 
dividing event zones, the argument is moot and the examiner will not address the 
argument.
